Gentleoen: 

Thirty days hare passed slnoe our school reopened, and. If the 
past thirty days be a foreoast of the thirty weeks of school, the outlook for 
the coming year Is a promising one. ^ 

We have reason to believe t?iat we have found our own place in the eduoatidn- 
al life of this coitniunity and to prove this we look back over the past four years 
and find that we registered in 1909 one hundred and ali^ty-one students, in 1910 
two hundred and one students, in 1911 two hundred and sixty students, and la 1912 
three hundred and four students* This year the school promises an even larger 
registration, but we cannot tell in October, for it la those that we keep through- 
out the year that count . 

Then, too, from a oomraercial standpoint we are taking courage and believe 
cor sohool will be self-supporting In a short time* The school* s earning power 
from fees, rental of hall, recitals etc., netted ue in 1909 $ 3,667.90, in 1910 
$ 3,720*57, in 1911 55,405.01, and in 1912 5 5,893.16. Then our Ices has de- 
creased to I 673*07 in 1912. These are facte, hut to those identified 

with the life of the school, its soolal and its educational side, the evolution 
Is a more real thing. Hy associates will sunport me in this theory. The 
personnel of the sohool has changed and the things that mean most to us and are 
of the greatest value in the school's development we cannot point out to you, ' 
who are so vitally interested in its well-being. We cannot say, "Look at this", 
for these bigger things are only eppareut to those working in the sohool. 

The summer holidays were dsys ofrnre happiness and rare opportunity to 
attend congresses, leagues and eonventions in London, Oxford and Stratford, and 
to discuss sohools and school methods with teachers from all over the world.

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Last year I came to our auziual meeting with, a glad heart over th6 
large financial increase and the promising outlook for a hig school, and thie 
year in spite of our financial report, i come more hopeful and even more 
optimistic hecause I Imow that from an academic standpoint, our school has 
found its place and is on the very threshold of great undertakings and activities. 
Cur foundation is sure and pioneer work has been done and is being done for 
a school that will last. 

rhis will he our best year if we can hold the pupils already enrolled 
for they do not only exceed in numbers but the personnel of the new classes, 
i4i4f teu5)oraa3ntally and mentally, is quite above any former classes. Most 
of the inconiing students registered for the Teachers* and Professional Cotxrses 
are laiitricuiaats , or those having covered Junior or Senior Leaving in 
Ccliegiate and College. The evening classes are large, in fact the business 
wo;3an*s class has had to be closed because the studio will not hold more than 
its present memberslUp of one hundred and twenty-five* This class is a con- 
stant inspiration as well as a challenge to me to give to these practical 
business women -^t they are seeking - "something worth utoile". 

On review of the past year, I find that it was one of deadly disconaagement . 
The financial arrears can be accounted for by increase of teachers* salaries, 
by loss of students through illnesses and other reasons over which we had no 
control and can accept no responsibility. Ife also had severe and critical 
illness among our teachers and the cost that that iaiplies for substitutes. I 
myself was laid aside for a time. Notwitiistanding all this the practical 
work and the examination tests of the school work rank high and the Becitals 
and Folk Lore Fete given in ilrs. Strathy*s garden in iiueen’s Park for the 
League of JJmpire was worthy of our school and its ideals. At a meeting of 
the Executive of the League of Empire, a resolution was passed thanking us for 
the substantial increase of 4 SCO *00 to their funds and in presenting it to 
me Fre..«ident Hutton said '* The'Margaret Eaton School in their Folk Lore Fete 
has given us the key note for farther activities in cur work, for we must work 
along the same Veducationai lines for never in Toronto has there been a more 
truly artistic or eiucati.Dnal fwiiiction than the fete in sirs. Strathy’s garden.

In spite of the liscoura^eoent of the time, we cone with courage, 
for luring the past twenty-six days we have registered a fine class of 
students - 304- for worlc in the different departments of our school. 
Twenty-one of these are registered for the full course, and most of these 
are matriculants or have covered the work of the lower and middle schools 
in Colleges and Jollegiates « Several of these are girls who were teing 
educated abroad and have come to us . They are finding with us work which 
satisfies then and they tell us, is equivalent to, end, in some cases, superior 
to the work abroad in England and Germany. In the General Culture Course 
we have five students registered, in the Deaconess Classes fifty-one, in 
the evening Gymnasium Class, Just forming, twenty-five. In the Business 
v;omen's Class, one hundred and fifty-seven; the Heading Club (fortnightly) 
twenty-four, and a second Beading Club open for Begistration on Friday of 
this week. 

The second meeting of the ALma ilator Society during Comneaceoent week 
was of interest and gave much pleasure to teachers and pupils. A movement 
is on foot and several hundred dollars subscribed towards a Residence Fund, 
if the Directors will favor such a scheme, the Alma liater to take ftill re-* ' 
sponsibility. Applications have come fo us for teachers for Itoosejaw, 

Begina, Victoria, and Calgary, only one teacher being available- Miss Could 
of Brantford, who left for ISooseJaw much to the regret of her Board and her 
friends la that city. Mrs. Baton very graciously visited the work in 
Brantford and it was a proud day for some of us that she was able to see 
some of the extension work of the school which bears her name. 

In 1907, we had a Faculty of 6ight, a school of 122 and our school 
income was ^ 3529.75. Last year wo had a Faculty of twelve, a school of 
371, and a school income of $ 6.4175.75. In reviewing the past year, we 
find it was one of encouragement . Our students were well physically and 
the academic tests showed them to be mentally stiroi^g, and morally th^^ were 



reliable. 

This year the atmosphere is serious and our students earnest but not sad, 
cheerfal but not flippant.. They coma from the best homes in Toronto. 

and for this goodly number of happy cheerful workers, and the privilege to ^ 



work in oeace, -.ve give thanks.
